(A) In Ha, —The births and deaths recorded in towns of 
India with a population of 30,000 and over Were 13,004 and 
7,134 giving birth and death rates of 43-8 and 24*0 pel- 
thousand of tho population respectively. The live towns of 
Pinul! eii pm & Barsi in Bombay Province, Etawah, Hardwar 
Union, in U. P., and Akola in C, P. returned a high death 
rate of 64 - 7, 59’6, 63'2, 57 - 2 andoi-d per thousand of 
the population respectively. The high death rate in PanJh- 
arpur was mainly due to deaths i o_u respiratiry diseases, dy- 
sentery and diarrhoea, in Barsi and Hardwar Union to foveu, 
in Akola to fivers and dysentery and diarrhoea.

There were 49 deaths from cholera, 11 deaths from 
smallpox and 2 deaths from plague. Thi distribution of 
cholera dsatna was follows! Nellore recorded 9 ; Akola 5; 
Eiurukhabad-cim-Fatahgarh, Etawah, Bahraioh and Madras 
4 each ; Beawar 3 ; Agra, Koll- Aligarh, Sambbol and Nagpur 
2 each ; Banaras, Sahjahanpur, Hathras, Khandwa, Ahmeda- 
had, Alimadnagar, Oonjeeveram and Palghat one each. The 
towns that reported deaths from smallpox were Sambhal and 
Ahmedabad 2 eaoh ; Amritsar, Banaras, Dehra Dun, Hard- 
war Union, Nagpur Givil station, Jubbulpore and Belgaum, 
one eaoh. The 2 deaths from plague were recorded in Ahm- 
ed nagor. 

(B) Indian States . — Tho births and deaths recorded in 
towns in Indian 8tates with a population of 30,099 and ova 
were 1,137 and 629 representing birth and death rates of 36 ■ (, 
and 19 '0 per thousand of the population respectively. No 
town recorded a high death rate of 60 or over per thousand of 
the population. There was no death from cholera, smallpox 
and plague during tho week under review.
